OTTAWA, Sept. 28.—(CP)—Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King last night told a dinner gathering of close to 400 Na- 
tional Liberal Federation members that he hopes there will 
be no necessity of a general election in Canada until ‘‘the 
hour at which we may look forward to welcoming back to 
their homeland” those Canadians who survive the war 
overseas, 


But “whether a general election can be delayed until 
that time I cannot say,” he added. 


Mr. King was speaking in reply to the toast to the guests | 
at a dinner of the advisory council of the National Liberal 


Federation and Liberal workers from coast to coast, who 
yesterday morning started a two-day party reorganization 
meeting. 


Defer Election Until After War 


The last 10 pages of the Prime Minister's prepared text 
were devoted almost exclusively to the question of a general 
election and, while Mr. King indicated an apparent deter- 
mination to avoid an appeal to the country until the war is 
over or the statutory life of parliament is ended—mid- 
summer 1945—he mentioned a number of contingencies 
which might bring on an leection at any time.

“Preliminary figures received 
from the department of vital sta- 
tistics indicate that 1942 was a re- 
markable year from the stand- 
point of public health,” Dr. M. R. 
Bow, deputy minister of public 
health told the meeting of the 
Alberta Public Health Association 
Tuesday morning. 

“The general death rate is 7.5 for 
each 1,000 population, The lowest 
rate ever recorded was 7.3,” the 
speaker continued. “Infantile death 
rate is 38.4 for 1,000 living births, 
the lowest recorded in this prov- 
ince. The rate usually runs from 45 
to 50.” 

Other 1942 figures quoted by Dr, 
Bow were: maternal death rate, 
2.36, the previous low was 2.9; ty- 
phoid, .125 per 100,000, lowest ever 
recorded, tuberculosis, 33.3 for each 
100,000, one of the lowest rates;
